In a second opinion piece for 
The New York Times (in 2013 the 
star revealed she’d had a double 
mastectomy after testing positive 
for a mutation in the BRCAl gene), 
Jolie, 39, said the latest surgery 
was accelerated after a blood test 
showed inflammatory markers. 

“I told myself to stay calm, to be 
strong, and that I had no reason 
to think I wouldn’t live to see my 
children grow up and to meet my 
grandchildren,” she wrote. “To 
my relief, I still had the option of

“The two targets were hit and taken out, 
the two camps are destroyed,” said army 
spokesman David Obonyo. In the meantime, 
Kenyans struggle to come to terms with the 
horror: witnesses have told how the gunmen 
lined up Christian students on the ground 
and shot them, and some victims were report- 
edly forced to phone their parents before 
being murdered. 

With university students coming 
from all regions of the country, the 
massacre has sent ripples of grief 
throughout the entire nation. 
Announcing a three-day period 
of national mourning on April 4, 
Kenyan President Uhuru Kenyatta 
vowed the government would 
retaliate in the “severest way” 
to the “mindless slaughter.” 

“We shall employ all means 
at our disposal to bring the 
perpetrators to justice,” he said. 
“We shall prevail.” ■ 


A S FAMILIES OF THE 148 VICTIMS OF 
the Kenyan university massacre grieved 
for their loved ones, the Kenyan gov- 
ernment reacted swiftly. Within days of the 
bloody April 2 attack, authorities launched air 
raids on those believed to be behind the murders, 
wiping out two camps in Somalia belonging to 
Al-Qaeda-aligned terror group al-Shabaab.

t’s a sunny March afternoon 
outside Britney Spears’s hillside 
mansion in Southern California, 
and the backyard antics are in 
full swing. With lightsabers in 
hand, the superstar’s sons — Sean 
Preston, 9, wearing an astronaut’s 
helmet, and Jay den James, 8, in a 
Darth Vader mask — happily spar on 
the grass. “Ohhhh, yesss!” yells 
Preston after he nails a front flip, 
landing on his feet near Jay den, who 
follows with a 360-degree break- 
dance-style spin on his back. Taking 
in the brotherly shenanigans, Spears 
smiles and at one point playfully 
scolds her boyfriend of six months, 
producer Charlie Ebersol, 32, 
when he swings Jay den up in the 
air beside the pool.

The kids 
start to giggle. 

Laughter is the norm these days 
around the Spears home. After more 
than 15 years as a pop star, the 
multi-platinum singer is on a roll — 
her long-running Las Vegas residency 
has grossed nearly $50 million in 
ticket sales in little more than a year. 
But while she loves performing, 
Spears’s true passion is being a 
mother. “My kids come first in my 
life, bottom line,” says Spears, 33.

Who Disaster 




o neighbours in 
Montabaur, in central 
Germany, Andreas 
Lubitz was the nice 
guy from down the 
road, as generous 
with a smiling 
“Hallo!” as he was 
with advice for others 
looking to turn a love 
of flying into a career. “I want to become 
a pilot, too, and Andreas was supernice, 
offering me a lot of details about it,” 
Konstantin Keidel, 20, tells WHO. Adds 
another from his home town, Johannes 
Rossbach: “Andreas was friendly on the 
surface and seemed normal and happy.” 

But beneath his sunny profile, the 
27-year-old Lubitz har- 
boured a much darker side. 

According to reports that 
seem to turn up new, 
disturbing information 
daily, Lubitz suffered from 
depression, suicidal tenden- 
cies and nightmares. On 
April 5, it emerged Lubitz 
had recently searched on the internet 
“bipolarity” and “manic depression,” 
and ways to commit suicide. These 
secrets are only now coming to light as 
shocked, heartbroken families from 1 8 
countries, including Australia, mourn 
loved ones suddenly and senselessly 
gone — and struggle to understand how 
the young copilot who giddily flew 
gliders as a teenager became the man who 
authorities believe flew himself and 149

innocents aboard Germanwings Flight 
9525 to their deaths in a remote part of 
the French Alps. “Something like this 
goes beyond anything we can imagine,” 
said German Chancellor Angela Merkel. 

The Airbus A320 — flying under 
Lufthansa’s budget Germanwings 
airline — was travelling from Barcelona 
to Diisseldorf when it slammed into the 
mountains on March 24, killing all 
aboard. The flight’s final moments, 
revealed on the plane’s cockpit record- 
ings, are horrifying: Lubitz encouraging 
his pilot, Capt Patrick Sondheimer, to use 
the bathroom; the sound of Lubitz 
locking the door behind the captain; 
minutes later, Sondheimer banging and 
shouting, “For God’s sake, open the 

door!”; loud, metallic bangs 
heard against the door as 
Sondheimer tried to break 
through; the sound 
of Lubitz’s breathing, 
seemingly calm and unper- 
turbed, as the plane headed 
directly towards oblivion. 
Then, in the final seconds, 
the sounds of passengers screaming, as 
they presumably saw the mountains 
looming, then silence. “We have to accept 
that a plane was crashed on purpose,” 
says Lufthansa CEO Carsten Spohr. 

As authorities investigate the tragedy, 
a picture has emerged of a young man 
whose life was coming apart. After 
raiding the Diisseldorf flat Lubitz shared 
with his girlfriend (he also reportedly 
kept a room at his parents’ home), police 
discovered antidepressants 
and multiple doctors’ notes 
excusing Lubitz from flying — 
including one for March 24, 
the day of the crash, which 
the copilot had torn up. 
German prosecutors say 
Lubitz’s flight training was 
interrupted six years ago for 
unknown reasons and that he 
had received psychotherapy 
for “suicidal tendencies” 
for several years before 
becoming a pilot in 2013. He 
was subsequently deemed 
“100 per cent flight- worthy 
without any limitations,” said 
Lufthansa’s Spohr. 

Under Germany’s strict 
medical privacy laws, Lubitz 
was expected to self-report 
any mental illness. 

That was unlikely, 
given what a former

Sixteen 14- and 1 5-year-olds and 
their two teachers from a school in 
Haltern am See, Germany, almost 
missed their doomed flight home 
after nine days living with host 
families in Barcelona.

girlfriend known only as “Maria 
W” told the German tabloid Bild: 
that Lubitz worried about “health 
problems” dashing his 
dream of being a 
Lufthansa captain, 
and that he told her, 

“One day Fm going to 
do something ... and 
everyone will know 
my name and remem- 
ber.” She also said that 
Lubitz would sometimes awake 
screaming, “We’re going down! ” 
He reportedly sought treatment 
for trouble with his eyesight, 
though investigators later said they 


found no evidence of vision prob- 
lems, suggesting it could have been 
psychosomatic. On top of these 

worries, his romantic 
life had grown 
complicated and his 
spending was erratic. 
Lubitz’s long-term 
girlfriend, a school 
teacher, may be 
pregnant, according 
to reports. And just 
weeks before the crash, Lubitz 
bought two Audis. 

Now, his parents and girlfriend 
are among the people making the 
terrible pilgrimage to the crash site. 


“His girlfriend is obviously very 
upset,” Konstantin Keidel tells 
WHO. “It’s such a shock. He was 
just so normal.” Lubitz’s father, a 
businessman, “is completely 
shattered” by what his son did, 
Bernard Bartolini, mayor of nearby 
Prads-Haute-Bleone, told France’s 
BFM-TV. Another father, Robert 
Tansill Oliver, whose son Robert 
Oliver Calvo was aboard Flight 
9525, found sympathy amid his 
own pain. “I’m really sad for the 
parents of that young pilot,” Oliver 
says. They, too, “are hurting.”

DANGER? 

In the past, pilots admitting to any mental 
illness were grounded. But in recent years, 
with better understanding of psychiatric 
health, that policy has been replaced with 
an honour system of self-reporting that 
now has experts questioning if airlines 
and regulators are doing enough to keep 
fliers safe. "Self-reporting is not enough 
and not OK," says J. Reid Meloy, a forensic 
psychologist specialising in threat 
assessment. Aside 
from the fact that 
a mentally ill pilot 
is an unreliable 
judge of his own 
impairment, Meloy 
says assessments 
need to be ongoing, 
with doctors in 
"close consultation" 
with aviation 
authorities. Privacy, 
he says, cannot 
"trump public 
safety."

iuliana Rancic has 
revealed intimate moments 
and bared plenty of 
private heartache on her 
reality-TV series, Giuliana 
& Bill. But when the 
Twittersphere erupted 
over her drastically thinner 
appearance at the Golden 
Globes on Jan. 11, the E! News anchor 
and Fashion Police co-host kept the pain 
she felt to herself. “I was so shocked,” she 
says. “You don’t say to someone, ‘You 
look so disgusting, you must have an 
eating disorder.’ If someone really thought 
I had an eating disorder, what a horrible 
way to approach it! It was 
very hurtful.” 

Now, for the first time, 
she has decided to address 
the issue head-on — as well 
as to open up about that 
other media firestorm: 
the uproar following her 
post-Oscar Fashion Police quip that 
Zendaya, who sported long dreadlocks 
on the red carpet, probably smelled of 
“patchouli oil and weed.” After Zendaya 
spoke out against what she felt were 
“ignorant slurs,” Rancic says she began 
“getting death threats,” and within 
weeks her Fashion Police co-hosts Kelly 
Osbourne and Kathy Griffin resigned, 
both referencing their discomfort with 
the show’s direction. (It is on hiatus.) 
Through it all, Rancic, 40, whose new 
memoir. Going Off Script, is out this 
month, has tried hard to hold on to her 
naturally sunny outlook. “Whatever 
happens, good or bad, there is a 
purpose that will ultimately expose 
itself,” she says. “That philosophy 
hasn’t failed me yet. ”

So what is going on with her weight? 
Rancic says she is fully aware that it’s a 
problem. “I think now is a good time to 
address it, because it’s really gotten out of 
hand,” she says. “I never want my weight 
to distract people from my work.” But 
she insists it’s not about what she does or 
doesn’t eat. After undergoing a double 
mastectomy in 2011, she began taking a 
commonly prescribed breast cancer drug to 
help prevent a recurrence and soon noticed 
that she started losing weight, she says. 

“I was eating a lot, so I was concerned.” 
(Her oncologist. Dr Dev Paul, of Rocky 
Mountain Cancer Centers in Denver, told 
her that the drug, which can alter the 

metabolism, potentially has 
that effect.) Also contributing 
to her thinness, Rancic 
believes, is the stress she has 
been under since she and her 
husband. Bill, 43, received 
a devastating personal blow 
in December. The couple, 
whose E! reality-TV show chronicled an 
emotional struggle with infertility (their 
son, Duke, 2, was born via surrogate), 
had been hoping to expand their family. 
Instead, New Year’s Eve brought the news 
that their surrogate had again miscarried 
(the first miscarriage was recounted on the 
show in 2014). Now, the Rancics had run 
out of embryos. “We were so optimistic 
about the last embryo,” says Rancic. “It 
was really tough news to be dealt.” 

But the TV host is nothing if not 
determined to keep moving forward with 
her life. In her new book she reveals that 
she suffered from debilitating scoliosis as 
a teen that deeply scarred her self-image 
(see box overleaf). “It’s very hard to 
camouflage, and it’s all you think about all 
day, every minute of the day,” she says, her

eyes welling at the memory. “I was always 
hoping that someday someone would tell 
me I was pretty. And I just wasn’t.” 

Surgery at age 21 straightened her 
curved spine, and the fiercely ambitious 
Rancic managed to successfully pursue 
a career in front of the camera. But 
the emotional damage — and the bony 
shoulders her Globes dress highlighted — 
remain. “Fm shaped a certain way because 
of the scoliosis,” she says. “Even if I gained 
20 pounds [9kg], the bones in my back 
would still look the way they do.” 

For the next seven years, until she is 
finished taking the cancer medication, 
gaining weight may not be easy. “I look 
in the mirror and it’s hard for me,” she 
concedes. “I am really thin. I want to 
look fit and beautiful and sexy and 
curvy, and I can’t.” A recent home- 
video she posted received more 
than 1,000 comments, she says,

most of them lambasting her “horrible” 
appearance. “Fm sorry that people think 
Fm disgustingly skinny, as they put it, but 
there’s nothing I can do. I eat a very robust, 
healthy, balanced diet. I eat dessert almost 
every night. But Fm on cancer medication. 
Fm doing the best that I can.” 

Rancic hopes her explanation will 
quiet at least some of her critics and that 
the Zendaya incident and the 
threats it inspired will fade 
into the past as well. “People 
were sending me pictures of the 
barrel of a gun,” she recalls. “It 
was horrifying.” She apologised 
to Zendaya, but says the joke 
she made about patchouli and 
weed — which she didn’t write — was taken 
out of context, so its true meaning was 
obscured. “It was a reference to hippie 
culture,” Rancic says. “I made peace signs, 

I said ‘boho’ twice. But that was edited 
[out]. I’d say there were 50 sets of eyeballs 
on-set that day, and not one person thought 
it had the [racist] undertones that it ended 
up having once it aired. I felt horrible.” 

She is looking forward to Fashion 
Police's return later in the year and insists 
there’s no bad blood between her and her 
former co-stars Osbourne and Griffin. 


''Fashion Police without Joan [Rivers, 
who died in September] was difficult from 
Episode 1. It was never quite gelling. I really 
believe that it was only a matter of time 
before that specific show with that cast and 
that format fell apart.” 

And she is concentrating on enjoying 
her family. “Bill and I are so in love,” she 
says. “Every night we get on our knees and 
pray together, and it’s really 
nice.” Watching his wife endure 
the barrage of public criticism 
has been hard for Bill. “It’s 
been heartwrenching,” he says. 
“But she’s stronger than I ever 
imagined she would be.” 

In fact, Rancic has 
retained an admirable perspective on life’s 
adversities. “I could easily get bogged 
down in a funk every day, especially with 
everything I’ve been through the past few 
years,” says Rancic, who still hopes to 
grow the family, perhaps through adoption. 
“But every morning I wake up and I make 
the choice to be happy. Everything I went 
through has gotten me to where I am today, 
and I love where I am today. I have an 
amazing husband and a beautiful baby. 

I have an incredible life.”

AN EMOTIONAL 
SEORET 


W hen I was 1 3 an orthopaedist confirmed the 
school nurse's finding: I had scoliosis. I was 
no longer just skinny and awkward: I was 
crooked. As I hit puberty my right hip rose higher 
than the other, jutting out at an angle. One side of 
my chest protruded, which may have been less 
noticeable if I were curvy to begin with, but that 
wasn't the case, so I would stuff my bra with Kleenex 
to even things out into something that did not look 
like 32A through a fun-house mirror. Every day the 
first thing on my mind was how to fool everyone into 
thinking I was straight. I learned to camouflage my 
misshapen body by casually leaning against the 
walls, so the jutting hip became part of a contrived 
slouch. "Stand up straight!"! was forever being urged 
by people who had no idea I couldn't. "Oh, whatever. 
I'm just tired," I would shrug. 

I actually envied classmates who were overweight 
or had to wear thick glasses. Every autumn, a lucky 
few would return to high school a social caste or two 
higher than the semester before after losing weight or 
getting contacts or finding a good dermatologist over 
the summer. But scoliosis was a different level of ugly. 

I masked my deep insecurity by becoming 
the funny chick, every guy's pal but never more. 

I imagined the surprise and disgust a guy would feel 
when he felt my jutting shoulder blades, or put his 
hands on my hips to draw me closer. It was much 
easier to suck down the loneliness and let everyone 
run with the assumption I was playing hard to get. 
Weirdly enough, for all my insecurity and self- 

consciousness, still burning 
inside me was that same 
stubborn conviction I'd had 
since the age of 7, that I was 
meant to be on camera. 

I wanted everyone to look 
at me; I just didn't want 
anyone to see me.

Like the governess she played in The Sound of 
Music, Julie Andrews needed to win over seven 
young people. On the first day of shooting, 

"I wanted to make the kids feel as much at home 
as possible," the star, 79, tells WHO. Andrews had 
just played the title character in Mary Poppins, "so 
they asked me if I could sing'Supercalifragilistic', 
and I did," she recalls. "Then they asked me to sing 
it backward, which I did. They loved it." 

Andrews's soaring soprano and twinkling 
charisma propelled the musical to a Best Picture 
Oscar — and, following her own Best Actress win 
for MaryPoppins a year earlier, cemented her 
Hollywood superstar status at age 29. "I think 
people assume I chose [to play Maria], but 
I wasn't in a position to do that," she says, 
noting that before Sound of Music she was best 
known as a stage performer. "They asked me, 
and then I became a part of history," she marvels. 
"How lucky can a girl get?" 

Following the film's massive success — its 
anniversary is being celebrated with a new 
Blu-ray and DVD edition, out on April 22 — 
Andrews earned a third Oscar nod for 1 982's 
Victor Victoria, directed by her husband, Blake 


Edwards. (They were married for 41 years until his 
death in 201 0.) She also focused on her family life, 
raising five children. "Being a mum," she told WHO 
in 201 2, "always seemed to me like putting in 
pieces of the puzzle that you never quite knew." 

The actress faced one of the biggest personal 
and professional challenges of her life in 1 997, 
when botched throat surgery permanently 
took her famed four-octave singing voice. 

"I thought at the time my voice was what I 
am — and it is to some extent," she says, "but 
it seems it's not all that I am." 

These days, she writes children's 
books with her daughter 
Hamilton — "I seem to be busier than 
I've ever been" — and she savoured 
the warm reception she received at 
the Oscars' Sound of Music tribute 
alongside Lady Gaga in February. 

"Lady Gaga hit it out of the ball- 
park," she says. Overall, "it's a lovely 
time in my life. I have gorgeous 
grandchildren and a home I adore. 

I don't think things could be 
better than that."

s a little boy carrying 
a mighty dream, 
Benjamin Roberts- 
Smith visited the 
Australian War 
Memorial in Canberra, 
where voices from the 
past whispered tales 
of extraordinary courage, camaraderie and 
sacrifice. Learning about Anzacs awarded the 
Victoria Cross — our highest military honour — 
for acts of bravery at Gallipoli left an indelible 
impression on the 12-year-old who had 
“wanted to be a soldier since day one,” he 
tells WHO. “I read their stories and got an 
understanding that these were the epitome of 
soldiering,” says Roberts-Smith, who would go 
on to earn his own Victoria Cross for actions 
against the Taliban in 2010. 

“These were the guys that 
stood out amongst some 
pretty amazing people.” 

Twenty-five years later, in 
the lead-up to the April 25 
centenary of the Gallipoli 
landings, the former Special 
Air Service Regiment corporal is paying 
homage to those heroes who so fired up his 
youthful imagination. In the two-part special 
Sunday Night: The Power of Ten (airing on 
April 12 at 8.30 PM on Seven), Roberts-Smith 
follows in the footsteps of the 10 Anzacs who 
received the highest honour. Three years in the 
making, the project was a personal quest for 
the war hero who came up with the idea “to 
tell the story of Gallipoli, but through a very 
personal lens — ^through the eyes of these 
individuals,” he explains. “It was important to 
me to show them as men, because the reality is 
we were all just blokes.” 

As Roberts-Smith, 37, who lives in Brisbane 
with his wife, Emma, and their twin daughters.

Eve and Elizabeth, 4, travelled 
throughout NSW and 
Victoria, and to Auckland, 

London and Turkey to meet 
descendents of the men, he 
experienced profound 
moments of insight linking 
him to his comrades from 
another era. “It was emotive, 
there’s no getting away from 
that,” he says, describing a 
“surreal” experience (see 
box) interviewing the elderly 
daughter of Cyril Bassett, the 
first New Zealander to be 
awarded a VC. 

In the feats of Sydney carpenter 
Alfred Shout, Roberts-Smith saw 
echoes of the 
“larrikinism that’s still 
very much a part of 
soldiering today,” 
he says. “Everybody 
said Alfred was just 
nonstop cracking 
jokes. A bomb had 
literally torn off half his face and 
half an arm ... and he still sums up 
the energy to look up to the boys in 
the trenches and say, ‘Don’t worry 
about it, lads, go and get ’em. I’ll 
be back in a minute.’ ” 

Though near death. Shout’s 
determination to “try to inspire his 
mates” to the end is “something 
that resonated with me,” says 
Roberts-Smith. He shifts the focus 
off himself when reflecting on the 
operation in Afghanistan on June 11, 2010, 
that led to his VC: “I went and did what 
everybody else did. I fought as hard as I could 
because I loved the job, loved my country. Eor 
whatever reason, I happen to 
be the one singled out.” 

During that mission, 
Roberts-Smith was “part of an 
SAS troop of about 20 men 
who carried out a mission to 
capture or kill a Taliban 
commander in Kandahar 
province,” he told WHO in 
2012. “Erom my perspective, it 
was certainly about what my 
whole team achieved that day; 
you can’t fly into battle alone.” 

Across the divide of time, it’s 
a truth he is certain would be 
shared by the 10 soldiers he 
celebrates now. “None of them 
were thinking about themselves, 
none of them were thinking 
about the VC, none of them 


were thinking about medals, all of them were 
thinking about just trying to win the day to 
keep their mates alive.” 

The driving force is “a passion that leads to 
belief in what you’re doing,” says Perth-born 
Roberts-Smith, who remembers “being a little 
kid playing with plastic soldiers” years before 
that momentous visit to the War Memorial: 

“It sounds very corny, but it was something 
I was destined to do.” In 2013, the same year 
he was named Australian Eather of the Year, 
new challenges beckoned for the in-demand 
leadership speaker and charity patron, and 
he retired from the army to pursue a career 
in business (he is hoping to finish his MBA 
this year). 

“I get peace knowing I can leave that part 
of my life behind and know I gave it 100 per 
cent,” says Roberts-Smith of his army career. 
“That’s what I set out to achieve because I was 
inspired by these guys and what they achieved. 
They’re still heroes to me as much as when 
I first read their stories.”

Deborah Mailman and 
the cast of the award- 
winning 'Redfern Now' 
return with a shocking 
and powerful tale in one 
final telemovie instalment 

hen three Aboriginal girls can’t get a 
taxi after a night of dancing in Sydney’s 
Kings Cross, they end up walking 
home to Redfern — a decision that has 
horrific consequences for one of the 
three, Robyn, played by Rarriwuy 
Hick, in the final telemovie instalment 
of Redfern Now, titled Promise Me (Thurs., April 9, at 
8.30 PM on ABC). “It happens, more than we care to 
acknowledge,” Deborah Mailman, who reprises her role 
as Lorraine, tells WHO of the compelling story-line. 

In fact, in 2013 Hick was part of a group of Aboriginal 
actors who were refused a fare by taxi drivers in 
Melbourne. “Unfortunately, this isn’t new to us. We have 
to live with this on a daily basis,” she says. “So this is an 
important story, and it’s a powerful one. I definitely feel 
like it’s just breaking all those walls down and those 
barriers and stereotypes towards Aboriginal people. 

The audience has been able to see, ‘Oh, they’re just like 
everybody else — ^they’re just like my family.’ ” 

Adding to the heightened feelings on-set was the fact 
that it was the last time the cast and crew would work on 
the Logie and AACTA Award-winning show, which has 
run for two series (now on ABC iview). “It was emotional 
because we’re all proud of it,” says Mailman, 42. “I care 
about this series and what it’s provided for our 
community.” 

For Hick, 24, who has a dance background, her first 
screen role in Redfern Now has been a chance to get 
to know a bit of family history: “Before I was born, 
my mum lived here on the Block (Redfern ’s block of 
Aboriginal-managed housing, and the scene of riots in 
2004), only a couple of houses up from my character’s 
house,” she says. She hopes her next role offers a bit 
more glamour, saying, with a grin, “Fd love to show off 
that sexy sassiness that Aboriginal women do have.”

And 
he wanted to visit Costa Rica this 
month. Says his friend Alisha 
Lucero: “We were talking about 
April to see the waterfalls.” 

But like much in Getty’s 
peculiar life, those plans would go 
unfulfilled. On 
March 31, the 
bloodied body of 
the 47-year-old 
grandson of oil 
tycoon J. Paul Getty 
was found dead in 
the bathroom 
hallway of his 
Hollywood Hills mansion. His 
body was discovered by an 
ex-girlfriend, Lanessa Dejonge, 
against whom Getty had taken 
out a restraining order two weeks 
earlier, claiming that Dejonge had 
attacked him with pepper spray 
after a fight. But police say they 
do not believe foul play was 
involved in Getty’s death, and LA 
County Coroner’s Assistant Chief 
Ed Winter told WHO the cause 
was “probably gastrointestinal 
bleeding.” Getty had problems 
with drugs in the past, according 
to sources, and suffered from 
dangerously high blood pressure. 
Winter said that prescription 
drugs were found at the scene, but 
he believed Getty had been sober 
“for some time.” 

The sad end is the latest in a 
long series of tragedies to befall 
the Getty family, which built its 
$2 billion dynasty on oilfield 


fortunes (see box). For Andrew, 
that wealth “attracted people that 
shouldn’t be around,” says his 
friend Elan Morrison. A rotating 
group of house guests shared his 
sprawling home filled with his 
collection of puppets, skulls and 
even the skeleton of a prehistoric 
bird. “He was addicted to train 
wrecks,” says another friend, 
Noelle Leanne. “He had this hero 
thing, so he would always try to 
help people. He was a playboy 
who had a big heart.” 

But he was haunted by his 
family’s demons. He talked to 
friends about his cousin John Paul 
Getty Ill’s kidnapping and death 
threats he said his family had 
received. “He was paranoid and 
afraid of being 
alone,” Leanne says. 
Less business- 
focused than his 
forebears, he 
pursued a career as a 
director, sinking 
$6 million into a 
horror film. The 
Storyteller^ which was never 
released. Behind closed doors, “he 
had a fetish for women’s 
clothing,” says Leanne. He 
bought wardrobes full of 
garments online and asked female 
guests to model them. In 2002, 
his then-girlfriend Tara Kersch 
painted a dark picture of Getty in 
a request for a restraining order, 
alleging he was addicted to crystal 
meth and had threatened to kill 
her. He “ate and drank whatever 
the hell he wanted,” says Leanne. 
“He didn’t go out much. He 
would bring the party home. It 
was a purely indulgent lifestyle.” 

And yet, “he wasn’t just this oil 
tycoon baby,” says Morrison. 

“He saw people who were down 
and wanted to fix them. I know 
he wanted his own family. I think 
he never found what he was 
looking for. ”
